These are the terrifying moments 
a teenage joyrider led police on a 
high-speed chase the wrong 
way through Kingston’s one-way 
system. 

The 16-year-old took his parents’ 
Mercedes without permission and 
tore through the town centre with 
officers in pursuit, as stunned 
pedestrians looked on. 

Kingston police this week re¬ 
leased CCTV footage of the chase, 
after the teenager was sentenced to 
a 12-month rehabilitation order 


and 60 hours of community service 
for his escapade. 

The footage shows the black Mer¬ 
cedes speeding through the bus 
lane in Eden Street towards 
Clarence Street, before taking a 
wrong turn into oncoming traffic 
in Wheatfield Way. 

Cars are stopped at a red light 
when the Mercedes smashes into a 
traffic light. A police officer can 
then be seen running at the car 
and trying to open the door as it re¬ 
verses back on to the road, being 
chased by police on foot. 

The chase, on October 19 last 
year, only ended when the Mer¬ 
cedes crashed into a taxi. 

The youth had pleaded guilty to 


charges of aggravated vehicle tak¬ 
ing and dangerous driving at a 
hearing last month. 

His parents accompanied him to 
his sentencing at Hammersmith 
Magistrates’ Court on Monday, 
where he spoke of his deep regret 
and his struggles with attention 
deficit hyperactivity disorder 
(ADHD). 

The teenager said: “I know that 
someone could have been seriously 
hurt and I would not have been 
able to live with myself knowing 
that I had done something that 
foolish and stupid.” 

Magistrate Julie Baldwin said 
that she would be enforcing one of 
the harshest sentences she could 


in an aim to both punish and help 
rehabilitate the youth. 

She said: “It is almost a miracle 
that nothing worse happened. 

“There are a lot of people here 
rooting for you and a lot of agen¬ 
cies involved in this case. 

“You have support from both of 
your parents and a successful road 
ahead of you is very achievable if 
you adhere to your order.” 

An application by the Kingston 
Guardian to lift the anonymity of 
the youth was refused. 

The 16-year-old will be electroni¬ 
cally tagged and have to adhere 
to a curfew from the hours of 
9pm to 7am for the next three 
months.

PLANNING BRIEF: 19 houses and 60 flats proposed for hotel site 

Antoinette faces chop to 
make way for new homes

It has hosted countless wed¬ 
dings, charity luncheons and 
celebrations for more than 50 
years. 

But Kingston’s best known 
hotel could soon be history. 
The Antoinette Hotel looks 
set to be demolished to make 
way for a new residential 
development. 

A planning application by 
the Antoinette Hotel Group 
has been submitted to 
Kingston Council, seeking 
permission to build 19 houses 
and 60 flats on the site of the 
hotel, in Beaufort Road and 
Fassett Road. 

The development would 
consist of 19 four-bedroom 
homes, eight three-bedroom 
flats, 43 two-bedroom flats and 
nine one-bedroom flats 
The application also in¬ 
cludes parking for 108 cars 
and 114 bicycles, as well as 19 
disabled parking bays. 
Supporting papers that were 


submitted with the applica¬ 
tion stated: “Due to a number 
of large hotel chains coming 
to Kingston it will be increas¬ 
ingly difficult for the family- 
owned and run Antoinette 
Hotel to compete in the long 
term with this modern 
accommodation. 

“The hotel would require 
significant further invest¬ 
ment to bring it up to date 
thereby allowing it to compete 
with the new hotels in the 


pipeline, ensuring a viable 
future. 

“The AHG is therefore look¬ 
ing to redevelop the site.” 

A new Hilton Doubletree 
hotel is due to open at the 
£70m Kingston Heights devel¬ 
opment on the riverside, 
while a 160-room Premier Inn 
recently opened at Combined 
House in Wheatfield Way. 

The Antoinette Hotel has 
been open in Kingston since 
the 1960s, and currently has 


96 bedrooms, a restaurant, a 
conference room and meeting 
rooms, plus 47 flats including 
staff accommodation. 

Grove ward Councillor Phil 
Doyle said: “The Antoinette 
Hotel does look very tired - it 
does not look like something 
that is enhancing Kingston. It 
has not been a great success 
either. 

“Given the housing needs of 
Kingston you have to think 
about what is best for 
Kingston.” 

A hotel spokeswoman said: 
“We would like to reassure all 
our guests that there are no 
immediate plans to redevelop 
the site. 

“We already have a great 
number of weddings and 
events booked for 2015, 2016 
and many for 2017, which will 
not be affected.” 

The Antoinette Group owns 
and operates three and four 
star hotels in Kingston, Wim¬ 
bledon and the New Forest in 
Hampshire. 

Comments on the applica¬ 
tion can be made until March 
13. 



What next 
for Tower? 



What does the future hold for 
Tolworth Tower now that de¬ 
veloper CNM Estates has 
taken the reins?

Finding unexploded 
grenades, bombs and mis¬ 
siles in the area is not un¬ 
common since the borough 
was heavily shelled by 
the Germans during the 
war. 

Colin Clayton, 76, remem¬ 
bers the area around 
Burlington Road being 
shelled during the period. 

He said: “There were al¬ 
ways rumours when I was at 
school that there were unex¬ 
ploded grenades and the like 
in the area. 

“I wasn’t evacuated during 
that war and remember the 
flying bombers very well. 
They came over a lot and 
would frighten the life out of 
you.” 


UNEXPLODED 

Last week’s discovery is by no 
means the first time a World 
War II device has been found 
in the borough. 

• A police bomb squad det¬ 
onated a hand grenade in 
September 2013 after a trea¬ 
sure hunter fished it from the 
River Thames in Kingston, 
causing a deafening explosion 
that neighbours said rattled 
windows and glassware. 

• Another hand grenade 
was detonated in the grounds

NO JAIL: A man has been spared jail 
after admitting to sexually assaulting 
a woman in a Kingston pub.

Two men have been jailed for 
raping a teenage tourist in a 
park on her first day in the 
country. 

Mojtaba Changi, 33, and 
Saeed Fatemi, 20, were found 
guilty on Thursday, February 
19, following a two-week trial 
at Kingston Crown Court. 

They raped the then-18-year- 
old woman in Canbury Gar¬ 
dens last September, just 
hours after she had arrived in 
England. 

Fatemi, of Blackthorn 
Court, Hall Road, Stratford, 
had claimed the victim offered 
him sex in exchange for 
money, while Changi, of Lea 
Bridge Road, Walthamstow, 
claimed she had beckoned 
him over and nodded 
consent. 

A jury returned guilty ver¬ 
dicts after just an hour-and-a- 
half of deliberation. 

Sentencing the pair to 14 
years each in prison, Recorder 
Nicholas Rhodes QC said: 
“There are the children of this 
world who, young and bright, 
are full of life and optimism. 

“They are excited and they 
look forward to what the fu¬ 
ture brings them and they are 
happy. 

“And then there are those, 
such as you, mercifully few, 
who prey on them.” 


Changi and Fatemi had de¬ 
liberately targeted the victim, 
he said. 

He added: “You prowled 
Kingston for at least half an 
hour. You operated as a pair.” 

Of the victim, now 19, he 
said: “She described herself as 
so ashamed of what happened 
that she has been unable to 
share her burden with any¬ 
one, including her family, who 
she believes would be heart¬ 
broken if they found out.” 

He called the attack, during 
which the victim was pinned 
to the ground with a hand 


over her mouth, as “brutal”. 

He added: “You either in¬ 
tended to inflict pain or could¬ 
n’t have cared one way or the 
other.” 

Recorder Rhodes also com¬ 
mended the police team who 
brought Changi and Fatemi to 
justice. 

It is thought the men, both 
originally from Iran, will be 
deported after serving seven 
years in prison. 

Fatemi broke into tears part¬ 
way through the sentencing, 
while Changi remained im¬ 
passive throughout. 


Nathan Palmer, defending 
Fatemi, had said his client had 
left school aged 15 and worked 
in car repair. 

Asking for leniency, he 
added: “He is still a young 
man.” 

Paul Dixon, for Changi, told 
the court the victim was not 
abducted, and said that the 
victim “was free, I would sug¬ 
gest, to seek help from 
what was a crowded town 
centre.” 

But he said: “This is a 
very difficult case to 
mitigate.” 


Stabbed in 
the night 

A man has been stabbed 
during a night out in 
Kingston at the weekend. 

Police closed off Canbury 
Park Road near the former 
Gala Bingo hall, as part of 
an investigation into the 
stabbing, which happened at 
about 12.30am on Sunday. 

The Metropolitan Police 
said a 25-year-old had pre¬ 
sented himself at a south¬ 
west London hospital 
suffering from stab wounds. 

Residents in Canbury Park 
Road reported hearing 
shouting at about the time of 
the attack. 

But one resident, who did 
not want to be named, said: 
“We get a lot of noise around 
here at that time of night.” 

Kingston CID are investi¬ 
gating the stabbing. 

No arrests had been made 
at the time of going to press.

Receptionist Rhoda Kizito, 
29, suffered a bout of depres¬ 
sion and then substance 
abuse that led her to the 
YMCA. 

She said: “Everybody wants 
to change, everyone wants to 
get out there and live, but it’s 


really hard to afford to move 
out. The YMCA can help, but 
only so much. If you find 
work you can’t earn enough 
to move out without incur¬ 
ring debt.” 

Former barman Barry 
Smith, 24, said his criminal 
record - though “nothing 


major” - has made finding 
work difficult. 

Before he moved into the 
YMCA, he lived in a tent in 
Elmbridge Meadows, the 
land next to the Hogsmill 
river in Berrylands. 

He said the cost of renting 
in Kingston means he may 


have to move away - even if 
he does find work. 

He said: “I know a lot of 
people around here and I 
don’t want to [move away]. I 
was on the street for a year -1 
was in a tent. It is a problem 
for older people too.” 

Councillor Ian George, lead 
member for housing, said: 
“Without a doubt, people are 
getting forced out of the bor¬ 
ough. It is a major problem. 

“A lot of it comes down to 
the number of homes being 
built. We are light years be¬ 
hind. The council can loan 
discretionary amounts to 
help out in some instances. 

“Often, people moving on 
from the YMCA will be look¬ 
ing for a shared house situa¬ 
tion that - although it is not 
cheap - is a halfway house to 
people being able to get their 
own place.” 

Last year, the YMCA 
launched the Y:Cube, a 26sq 
m, self-contained, unit made 
for single occupancy, which 
the charity hopes will help 
young people who are strug¬ 
gling to get on to the housing 
ladder. 


YMCA CALLS FOR NATIONAL f HELP TO RENT' SCHEME 


A new YMCA report, Delayed 
Until Further Notice, said the in¬ 
creasing cost of renting private¬ 
ly, added to the initial financial 
hurdle of getting together a de¬ 
posit, is a barrier to many. 

It said: “The inability of the 


housing benefit system to re¬ 
spond effectively to those on 
zero-hour or flexible contracts 
also makes saving or sustaining 
any tenancy more difficult, and 
in an increasing number of 
cases acts as a disincentive to 


finding employment.” 

The charity has called on the 
Government to create a national 
“help to rent” scheme to ease 
the transition from supported to 
private accommodation. 

It said its residents believed 


Government support in raising a 
rent deposit would help them 
move on. 

Government and banks should 
club together to create a pro¬ 
gramme similar to Help to Buy, 
aimed at renters, it added.

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The mast and the furious: Campaigners have clashed with Vodafone and 02

Families have vowed to stop a 
12.5m telephone mast being built 
on their doorsteps. 

Phone giants Vodafone and 02 
have applied to Kingston Council 
for permission to install the mast 
at the junction of Tudor Drive and 
Park Road. 

They hope to improve 2G and 3G 
coverage and provide new 4G cov¬ 
erage in north Kingston. 

But mother-of-two Emma Holli¬ 
day, 44, of Tudor Drive, said: “It 
would be ugly. It is going to deval¬ 
ue the properties in the area. 

“Some people have had their ex¬ 
tensions blocked because it would 
affect the view of Richmond Park. 


“This is going to be huge - four 
times taller than a lamppost. 

“I think it would be a risk to 
pedestrian traffic - mums with 
buggies and children on scooters - 
it would get in the way.” 

The phone companies have also 
applied for six antennae, four 
radio equipment cabinets, a meter 
cabinet and ancillary develop¬ 
ment works. 

Last year, they consulted Latch- 
mere School and St Agatha’s 
Catholic Primary School about 
their plans. 

But a letter in response from 
Latchmere School stated: “Al¬ 
though we do not object outright 
to the proposed mast, we feel that 
caution should be observed.” 

The companies previously ap¬ 
plied to Kingston Council to put 
up a mast outside the former 


Richmond Park Tavern at the 
junction of Acre Road and Kings 
Road. But council officers rejected 
this stating it would “result in an 
over-concentration of street furni¬ 
ture, resulting in a cluttered 
appearance that would harm the 
character and the appearance of 
the area”. 

The new application states: “The 
advent of smart phones and other 
similar devices has seen a sub¬ 
stantial increase in traffic, and in 
locations where coverage is poor 
or stretched, the existing base sta¬ 
tion network may not provide suf¬ 
ficient penetration and capacity. 

“Vodafone and 02 have a require¬ 
ment to provide enhanced 3G cov¬ 
erage and capacity to the area, 
along with new 4G coverage.” 

A public consultation will close 
on March 6.

A Kingston Guardian re¬ 
port of a college’s £443,000 
loss on a disastrous 
fundraising concert has 
been scrubbed from 
Google search results for a 
second time. 

Google has received a 
second request to bury the 
story, from 2010, into how 
the Hillcroft College lost 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds because of poor 
ticket sales for the 
Sandown Park concert. 

People named in news 


stories can apply to have 
links removed from 
searches under the “right 
to be forgotten”. 

Last July, a mystery in¬ 
dividual did just that. For¬ 
mer Hillcroft principal 
Michael Wheeler, who re¬ 
tired at Christmas, said at 
the time it was “definitely 
not an organisational 
request”. 

He later declined to re¬ 
veal whether he had 
tracked down the person 
responsible. 


The appeals are allowed 
under a divisive May 2014 
decision by the Court of 
Justice of the European 
Union. Links are removed 
from search results served 
to browsers inside the Eu¬ 
ropean Union.

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Mother takes legal 
action over mould

A mother has claimed the mould 
in her council property has be¬ 
come a health risk - four years 
after she appeared in the 
Kingston Guardian with the 
same problem. 

Joanne Osborne, who lives in 
Fairmead Close in New Malden 
with her teenage daughter Lucy, 
said the mould was now severely 
affecting their lives. 

The Kingston Guardian report¬ 
ed Miss Osborne’s story in 
November 2010, when she moved 
into the flat and found the walls 
were covered in mould and 
mildew within weeks. 

More than four years later, the 
39-year-old claimed the mould 
was now significantly worse, de¬ 
stroying her furniture and forc¬ 
ing her to clean large parts of her 
home with bleach every week. 

She is now taking the council to 
court in a bid to get re-housed. 

Miss Osborne said: “I have to 
sleep with my windows open be¬ 
cause of the smell and the 
moisture. 

“I have reached such a low 
point with everything that has 
gone on with the flat and I am 
now so worried about my daugh¬ 
ter, who is taking her GCSEs. 

“Her asthma has got much 
worse since she moved into the

flat and she has gone from being 
a student who was predicted As 
and Bs in her exams to someone 
who is now predicted Ds and Es.” 

Miss Osborne is in band A on 
the housing register, meaning 
she has the highest priority for 
housing. She has written count¬ 
less letters to Kingston Council 
and has been in contact with MP 
Edward Davey. 

Mr Davey has written to 
Kingston Council on Miss Os¬ 
borne’s behalf stating: “The 
damp problem is getting worse 
and causing health problems for 
her daughter, who has had to 
take so much time off school that 


she is falling behind. 

“I consider it very important 
now for the council to do every¬ 
thing possible to help her.” 

Head of housing Darren Welsh 
said: “Given the very short sup¬ 
ply of, and very high demand for, 
houses with two bedrooms, it is 
not unusual for someone in pri¬ 
ority band A to face a wait of 18 
months, or longer, if they bid 
only for properties of that type. 

“I would encourage Miss Os¬ 
borne to widen her bidding to in¬ 
clude properties other than 
houses, in order that she may se¬ 
cure alternative accommodation 
sooner.”

Final answer? 


Merging services is not the only solution 
to the local government funding prob¬ 
lem, Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis has said after the collapse of the 
money-saving Thames Agreement. 

The proposed back-room merger with 
Richmond Council fell apart in Decem¬ 
ber, before the neighbouring authority 
announced a merger with Wandsworth 
Council last month. 

It was hoped the deal would save 
Kingston £8m a year in the face of 
dwindling grants from central 
Government. 

Councillor Davis told a finance com¬ 
mittee meeting last Thursday: 
“Whichever way you look at the future of 
local government over the next four 
years, shared services is not the 
panacea. 

“It’s a part of the picture of what we’ve 
got to do, but it is not going to solve the 
problem of the local government finance 
settlement. 

“Of that £37m, even if you thought £8m 
of it was shared services you can see the 
scale of what we’ve got to do. 

“I don’t think it’s going to be the final 
answer.” 

Negotiations with Sutton Council over 
shared services, put on the back burner 
during talks with Richmond, have 
restarted. 

Ruth Dombey, Liberal Democrat leader 
of Sutton Council, did not respond to re¬ 
quests for an interview. 

In a statement, a council spokesman 
said: “We currently share IT and legal 
services with Kingston, plus recycling 
services through the South London 
Waste Partnership. 

“We will continue to explore opportu¬ 
nities with Kingston where it makes 
sense to do so.”

Epsom should be more accessible by public transport 


I was very pleased to read Jon 
Sharman’s excellent piece (Hos¬ 
pital’s tricky transport links, 
February 6), airing the lack 
of effective and direct public 
transport, in particular to 
Epsom. 

This is a major issue for the 
residents of Chessington, Hook, 
Southborough and a sizeable 
chunk of Surbiton and Long 
Ditton. 

My rough calculation is that 


there are potentially some 
40,000 people in this area who 
would like the option to use 
public transport to access 
Epsom for the hospital, shops, 
jobs, theatre, leisure centre 
and rail and bus connections 
to Ashtead, Reigate and 
Sutton. 

But there is only one bus an 
hour, the 467, to Epsom, 
and only until 7pm, with no 
Sunday service. There are up to 


10 buses an hour to Kingston, 
and even the two-an-hour 
465s run seven days a 
week to Leatherhead and 
Dorking. 

I am sure a more viable route 
would start from Kingston 
and connect the Surbiton, 
Chessington North and Epsom 
stations, and go on to Epsom 
Hospital.

England make their second, and last, away trip of the 
Six Nations campaign on Sunday, taking on last year's 
champions Ireland in what could well be the game to 
decide the title. 

England are now favourites to win the tournament, at 
8/13, having started behind Ireland at 2/1, but Sun¬ 
day's fixture is the big one, with the teams evenly 
matched in the odds. 

England are arguably ahead in the personnel stakes, 
with the squad strengthening as people return from in¬ 
jury. Only Mike Brown is currently in a race to find fit¬ 
ness after suffering a concussion against Italy. 

Ireland will be missing No 8 Jamie Heaslip, a key play¬ 
er, who damaged three vertebrae at the knee of French 
lock Pascal Pape. 

Pape will miss the rest of the tournament after re¬ 
ceiving a 10-week ban but Heaslip could be back in 
time to face Wales in Cardiff. 

England have no new injury worries after players had 
a fortnight to recover, and that is undoubtedly good 
news, though there may be few changes again as Stu¬ 
art Lancaster looks to retain momentum for the third 
round of games. 

It was the offence that has really impressed thus far, 
with Irish defence coach Les Kiss highlighting George 
Ford, 21, Jonathan Joseph, 23, and Anthony Watson, 23, 
as an intimidating selection of young attack-minded 
players. 

He said: "If you look at that scary relationship in mid- 
field with George Ford - he has a relationship already 
with Watson and Joseph. 

"Those types of combinations seem to be coming 
through for them nicely. Cipriani comes on late and 
shows some magic as well. 

"I think also their back row has been brilliant, James 
Haskell and Billy Vunipola are big threats and Chris 
Robshaw is excellent. The momentum that they give 
them is critical and they can take the ball deep." 

Kiss also said the tournament would not be decided 
by this match, despite the fact Twickenham hosts Scot¬ 
land and then France to close festivities. 

"With the type of competition this is, it's not going to 
be over until the last game, no matter what happens in 
the next match," said Kiss. 

"There are more surprises to come, Scotland have 
more to come, the French can be dangerous still and 
Wales keep coming. I don't think the results in the next 
fortnight will determine the tournament at all." 


KEY MATCH-UPS- 
THE NO 10S 

Jonathan Sexton was cautious about the visitors' form, 
both in this tournament and the past two or three 
championships. 

He said: "They have won four out of five for the last 
three years in a row, but they probably don't have as 
much to show for it as they would like," Sexton said. 

"We won the Championship with four from five last 
year and they beat us, so it is a strange one. 

"It has been a while since we beat them. I don't think 
we have beaten them in four or five games if you in¬ 
clude the World Cup warm-ups and stuff like that, so it's 
a big one. 

"They have obviously been very impressive against 
Wales, I didn't see the Italy game but they won it, so 
they must have been good." 

George Ford believes England need to look past focus¬ 
ing simply on his opposite number, who returned to the 
starting XV against France, kicking five penalties in the 
188-11 victory. 

Ford, 21, said: "It's definitely not the case of stop Sex¬ 
ton and you stop Ireland at all I don't think. 

"He's just massively influential in that team, every¬ 
thing goes through him. He's got a brilliant rugby brain; 
he's a very smart player. 

"The biggest thing is his desire to win and hunger to 
get the best out of players on his team, but also his de¬ 
termination to go out and give his best as well."

O Write what you want to write. 
So many people concentrate 
on what they think people 
want to read, or what they currently 
see people are reading - and so try 
to join a trend. If you are writing for a 
market rather than because there is 
real soul in it for you, I suspect you 
will never quite hit the mark. 

© Rewrite. Writing is a pro¬ 
cess of refining. You need 
to work at it, until you are 
truly convinced it is finished. 
Never share until you are happy 
to be judged by what you have 
written. Whoever you are trying 
to convince you are worth reading 
- reader, publisher or agent - you 
can't make a first impression 
twice. 

O Think about when you are in 
the best frame of mind for 
writing, and harvest that 
time. The road to publication is lone¬ 
ly, isolating and fattening (all that 
uninterrupted access to the biscuit 
tin), but if you don't prioritise the 
writing, you will never get it done. 

O Store your work carefully. 
Ensure you back it up, make 
a copy, email it to yourself. 

Be methodical about what 
names you give to files. Trying to 
find things you have lost 
is such a waste 
of time.

Blast from the pas 


The Honda HR-V is back, 16 years 
after it more or less invented the 
'crossover' body style, and almost 
a decade after it was taken out of 
production. 

Buyers can expect a seven- 
inch touch-screen on mid- and 
high-grade models, petrol and 
diesel engines, 'hidden' rear door 
handles to enhance a coupe- 
style look, and the same cleverly- 
folding 'Magic Seats' already 
seen in the Civic. 

The 453-litre boot dwarfs those 



of some of the HR-V's rivals, while 
in a bold move it will use an 
Android operating system for its 
media interface. Functionality 
will mirror that of a typical Sony, 
Samsung or HTC smartphone so 
buyers will already know how to 
use it. 

Safety systems are coming out 
of the HR-V's ears. Radar sensors, 
front- and rear-facing cameras, 
active braking assist, collision 
warnings, lane change warnings 
and more will feature in the range, 


although not all on the entry-level 
model. 

Engineered to give a 'saloon-like' 
driving experience, efficient 1.5- 
litre petrol and 1.6-litre diesel en¬ 
gines will be offered, with 128bhp 
and 118bhp respectively. Manual 
gearboxes will be standard, with a 
CVT automatic an option. 

Honda will reveal the car in the 
flesh at the Geneva Motor Show in 
March. 


WHAT'S NEW?: While this genera¬ 
tion of 308 might still be regarded 
as a relatively new model, until 
now there's not been a perfor¬ 
mance version to emulate Peu¬ 
geot's past hot hatch glories. This 
308 GT goes some way to plugging 
that gap, although don't get too 
excited as this is GT is missing the 
all-important 'i' because it's a 
warm hatch not a truly hot one. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: If it wasn't for 
the 308 GT's rather flash alloy 
wheels it would be an easy car to 


miss on the road. Subtle is the key¬ 
word here, with Peugeot's warm 
308 opting for a low profile that 
will likely please buyers seeking to 
go about their (brisk) business 
without generating any unwanted 
attention. And hopes are high for 
this particular 308, as it can't have 
escaped you that Peugeot has a 
rich heritage of driver-focused per¬ 
formance hatches large and small. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: In five- 
door hatchback guise the 308 GT 
offers a good level of cabin space 


and overall versatility. Purists will 
bemoan the lack of a three-door 
model, but if you're practically 
minded you'll welcome the ability 
to transport the family with ease 
and still have fun. And if the five- 
door isn't enough, there's also the 
SW estate boasting even more 
room without compromising the 
driving experience. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: This hi-tech 
308 GT boasts, in petrol guise, a 
trick twin scroll turbo 1.6-litre en¬ 
gine delivering 202 horsepower. 


For sensible types the 2.0-litre 
diesel outputs a healthy 180 
horsepower and is noticeably the 
more laid-back of the two models. 

Sticking with the petrol 308 GT, 
the car's slick six-speed manual 
gearbox helps deliver a rewarding 
time behind the wheel. Key to the 
GT's ability to serve up a polished 
and confident performance on 
even some pretty rough and de¬ 
manding roads is its reconfigured 
suspension settings. 

VALUE FOR MONEY: There's no 


denying that the 308 GT is well 
equipped, and this does much to 
enhance its appeal over and 
above the car's basic performance 
proposition. However, if you care 
to delve a little deeper you'll see 
that Peugeot's combination of 
'soft power' and decent real world 
economy will be worth way more 
than any fancy alloy wheel design 
or trick audio feature. Opt for the 
SW variant and the extra space 
combined with that added pace 
will put you in an exclusive 
ownership club.
